of life guards. Having visited the little

lace annually for several years, as school-

oy, a8 collegian, and as officer on leaye, the
good peopls took an interest in me, and Iin
them.

It is seldom that an Englishman gets on
intimate terms with French country-people,
and still more rare for him to know thoroughly
the in ns and outs of all their little
affairs. Such, however, was my oase with the
inhabitants of Le Blane, and thns it was that
I came to hear the tale of circamstantial evi-
dence which I am about to relate,

There were in Le Blane two priests, the
cure and the wvicaire (in France the eure is
what we call the vicar, and the véeaire is
what we term the curate), both of whom I
knew, the former particularly well. There
was, a8 I knew very well, no other clergyman
in the place, and no other church within ten
or a dozen miles; and yel, every now and
then, 1 used tosce an elderly and most vene-
rable looking man, dressed in the sontane, or
cassock, of a priest, walking abount the neigh-
boring fields, and often coming out of church,
a5 if he had been there for private devotions.
After a time, being curions to know the name’
of this gentleman, I asked some of my
friends, and they told me he was called *'le
pera Francois.”

Now, as the term *'pere” is in France only
l'lpplit'tl to the clergy who belong to the reli-
gious orders, and as the cures, vicaires, and
others are invariably called **monsieur ' abbe”
when spoken of, or to, I took it into my head
that this old gentlenan must be some sort of
monk, who had perhnps forgotten, or perhaps
thrown aside, his vows, and was now doing
penance in this retreat for his past life, And
yet there were certain facts which rendered
this supposition very improbable. No man
peemed to frequent the chiurch more than the
tipere Franecofs.” Not only was he always
present at the daily mass, but I often saw him
at his private devotions in the building
when no one was present, and fre-
quently noticed him at the altar rails as
a communicant, His countenance was that
of a man who had seen much trouble and
gone through great grief, but Ky no means
one which led me to think he had evar lived
a bad life. And yet why shonld he dress like
a priest and not officiate as snch 7 Moreover,
the inhabitants of the place, although always

ready enough to speak of other people's bnsi-
ness, either wonld, or could, give me no in- |
formation respecting Pere Francois' antece-
dents. Whenever they were questioned about
fini, they turned the conversation into some
other channel.
had known the litile town for some years, and
had seen and bowed again and
old man, it was only at one of my last visits
that I became nequainted with his history,
nnd then only by mere chance.

Pare Francois' real name was Caundret—
Monsieur 'Abbe Candret. Many years bofore
I had known him—shortly after the restora-
tion of the Bourbons in France—he had gone
to the eoclesinstionl college of 5t, Bulpice, in
Paris, with the intention of studying for the
Church. His condnet at that establishment
had been most exemplary, and after remain-
ing there the usual four or five years, he had
been ordained, and returned to his native
dioeese in the south, where he was at once
appointed eicadre in a large town parish. In
ﬂ’;ll position he had remained sbout six yonrs,
and when he left, on his appointment to be
eure of o comdlry parish, all his parishioners
regrefted extremely his departure. He was
celebrated as one u? (he most excellent, self-
denying, charitable, zeulous, and yet judi-
cious priests in the diocese, and was equally
well spoken of by his bishop, his fellow-
clergy, and his parishioners. It was only
after ten years apent in the mont credilable
exercvise of his funetions, that a elond, which

It wws aftorwards given
in evidence, that when this weapon was
found M. Oswdret was olmerved to turn
deadly pale, nnd almost to faint,  Further in-
veutigation b t to light that from his
study window, which was on the ground floor
to tho hospice, marks of a man's foot could
distinotly be seén coming and going,  These
marks agreed exactly with a pair of shoes
which were found dirty in the study, and
whichihelonged to the priest. A handker-
ohief of his was, moreover, found in the un.
fortunate wornan's bed. and it had (“'i'l-'ll!.l)’
been nsed 08 o gag to stop her cries.  In a
word, eircumstances were snch, and the evi-
denoce agninst M. Candret was so strong, that
the Maire considered it his duty to arrest
him. The people did not know what to be-
liove. Until now his character had heen
almost that of a saint; now he was disgovered
a# having been guilty of the acts of a demon.

He was taken to Lyons, and there, after
numerous tedious interrogations Lefore this
and that authority, put upon trial for his life.
All he conld nrge in lus defense was, thut,
during the night, when the erime had been
commiiited, be had been awoke by hearing, as
he thought, zome one in hix bed-room He
had called out, and asked who was there, but,
receiving no answer, had dozed off again.
Subsequently, hut he conld not say how long
after, he had been again awoke by the noise,
a8 he thought, of his study-window being
openad. He had got up, gone into the study,
but, secing nothing to justify his alarm, had
imagined he must have been dreaming, and
had gone to bed again, In the morning he
had nwoke rather Inter than usual, and missed
both his pocket-handkerchief and a poir of
shoes that had been the night before in his
bed-room. The former he thought he must
bhave dropped somewhere during the day; and
he was just going {fo inquire for the latter,
when the alarm of the murder was given, and
he bad rushed out to see what was the mai-
ter. This much; and his antocsdents, were
all he eonld nurge in his defense, In fact, the
accusation seemed to come u him like a
blow, and to deprive him of all energy.

With us in England every accused man is
supposed to be innocent until he is proved
guilty, I don't say that this is always lite-
rally the case, but such is the theory of our
eriminal law, and a very just theory it is. In
France it is exactly the contrary. The prac-
tice of oriminal proceedings in that conntry
is that every nccused person is believed to be
guilty nntil he is proved to be innocent. And
such was the case with M. Candret. He was
questioned by this authority, badgered by
that, bullied by a third, wade to contradiet
himself by a fourth, and sneered ut by a fifth,
until he almost believed he was gulty; and
yet the very consciousness of his innocence
made him desperate. And certainly, if ever
civenmstantial evidence was strong, it was on
this oceasion, That he was the most unlikely
man in the world to commit any erime—and
particularly such a crime—every one ad-
mitted; and yet they could not help declaring
that the evidence against him was terribly
clear and distinet. Even some of his brother
clergy, most of whom had known him asa
boy and man for thirty and more veavs, kept
aloof from him, and declared, mach as
grieved them to say so, that he was guilty,

The unfortunate priest underwenta long and
most heart-breaking trinl—a prolonged men-
tal torture which can only be inflicted by a
French criminal trial. A8 a matter of cotrse
the press was against him, In those days the
fact of n priest being guilty of any crims was
a subjeot of joy tothe more than half infidel,
and a{wnys bitterly anti-Catholie, newspaper
writers of the period. These writings may ox
wny not bave influenced the jury, But, be
that as it may, M. Candret was found gnilty
and sentenced to death. He met bis fate with
fortitnde, merely declaring his innocence,
and saying that it would be some day or other
fully proved that he was innocent. A eon-
fessor attended him in his prison, and the
authorities of that establishment conld not
but help noticing that after the first inter-
view of that priest with the eonvieted man,
he at any rate did not believe him to be gailty,
although, of conrse, not a word was divalgad
of what had passed between the prisoner and
himself,

In the days I write of, Charles the Tanth
was King of France, and had a very great dis-
like to sea any one, particularly a priest, exe-
eunted. Although urged by the Minister of
the Interior fo sanction the eapital punish-
ment of M. Candret, his Mujesty obstinately—
and, as it turned out, very fortunately—le-
clined to do so, and commuted the sentence
to one far worse for any man not a *‘habitnal
criminal” to bear, that of &raeaus foros ab
the galleys, what we should call penal servi-
tude, for life. The prisoner accopted the re-
gpite without & murmur, but withont re-
joicing. He was removed to Brest, and in a
very short time he and his crime were forgot-
ten by the outer world.

What a man of education, n man refined in
his tastes, religious in his ideas, and knowing
himself to be innocent, mnst have undergons
at the bains, those only who have seen those
establishments, and who knows what goes on
at these places, can form an idea, Onr own
penal prisons must be bad enongh, but they
are havens of rest and peace when compared
with those of France. The only good deserip.
tion of these hells aupon earth published in
the English langnage was written some yvears
ngo by Mr, Sula, in a novel called **The
Seven Bons of Mammon.” Thosa who recol-
lect that writexr's account of the dalu af Drest
mey imagine what M. Candret had to endurs
for twenty-five long years of his life, and from

which he only escaped at last by almost a
miracle, =

In the conviet prisons in Franoce a similar
avent is not nnocommon, for the intricacies of
erime are 8o bound up with one another that
when a crimionl dies he discloses some mys.
tery connected with his former life. Soch
wits the case with this man, When the gov.
ermnor und the proper attesting persons b
assembled round hid death-bed in the infir-
mary, he declared himsolf to have perpe--
trated, twenty-fiva years before, the murder
of a woman ia the hospice of a village not far
from Lyons, for which the cure of the place
bad been tried, found guilty, and condemned.
He gave full details as to how the mnrder had
been committed, and how, in order to divert
suspicion, he had entered the cure's bead-

room by the window, taken his shoes,
wilked in them® to the hospies and
Lack, making the footmarks as plain as

possible, and had also taken with him the
Corsican dagger which he found in his study.
Being himself at that time under poliee sur-
veillance, and afraid that he would be im.
prisoned nnless the scent was thrown npon
another person, he smeared the knife in the
blood of his vietim, so ns to make people be-
lieve she had been murdered by that weapon,
He-—the murderer—it was who had taken the
priest's handkerchief, which he found on the
study floor, and had put it into the dead wo-
man = mouth, as if it had been used for a gag,
In shert, after his deposition had been for-
warded to the proper anthorities, it was
thonght to be so trmthful that a formal in-
quiry was made, the judgment given a quarter
of a century before was reversed, and the
doors of his infernal prison, greatly to his
snrprise, were thrown open for M. Candret.

When this unfortnnate man was declared
innocent and set af liberty, his hishop offerad
to restore him his elerieal facultios, and even
to give him charge of a parish, Buat, although
gratefnl for the kindness, he could not be
prevailed upon again to take upon himself
the dutiesof his calling. He said that the
twenty-five years' residence at the dains had
been such a pollution to his very soul, and
that his body was so weakened and his
whole  nervous system so  overset,
that he was not fit to resnme his functions.
At the representation of the bishop an
allowance of £20 a year was made him

)ence some six or seven years ago. The
‘-‘rum-h people have a sort of instinctive hor-
ror of any and every person—whether inno-
cent or guilty—that has ever been connected
with the bains, and this was the reason vhy
they would not answer me about Pere Fran-
cois until they knew me better, 1 guestion
whether any one ever saffered more from
folse civemmstantial evidence than did this
